ESPONDING to OLD TIMER, 
a part of whose letter on 
Signor Giovanni Racevitch 
was published Sunday, B. Pel- 
agratti rises to the defense of 


his . countryman (presumably) 
in the following paragraphs, 
which are excerpts from a let- 
ter to the Post-Dispatch. 

“John Raicevitch has been— 
still is—the world’s undefeated 
champion of Graeco-Roman 
wrestling, since the spring of 
1907,-when he won the cham- 
pionship in a wrestling tourna- 
ment at Milan, {ftaty--,I hap- 
pened to be there—by defeat- 
ing every opponent from almost 
every part of the world, e¢X- 
cepting the U. 5., including the 
then champion, Paul Pons. 

In his tussle with Gotch, In 
1909, if memory serves mé6 
right, Raicevitch committed two 
errors: the first, in tNe wpen- 
ing fall, was that of thinking 
he had a sportsman for an Op- 
ponent. Let it suffice that 
Gotch played the same trick on 
Zbyszko and, afterwards, never 
gave the Pole a return match. 
It’s true that Zbyszko had, in 
September, 1907, in Paris, 
played a similar trick on Raice- 
vitch himself and got: himself 
almost disqualified for his 
pains. 

“Raicevitch committed his 
second mistake in the second 
fall when he went into his fa- 
mous bridge that no man has 
ever been able to break by civ- 
ilized means. It was easy for 
Gotch to clamp a_ toe-hold, 
against which Raicevitch (who 
knew nothing of catch-as- 
catch-can—I doubt if he has 
learnt anything since), had no 
defense. 

“The greatest of all Raice- 
vitch’s errors was that of for- 
saking, even temporarily, the 
clean, honest sport of Graeco- 
Roman, a thing of science, art, 
grace and clean strength, a 
sport which breeds honest ath- 
letes, for the oafish pastime of 
eatch-as-catch-can, which 
breeds the type of ‘wrasslers’ 
you, yourself, have often de- 
nounced in your column.”
